Levent, I have exactly the same setup you have. My 706 is the original 
model, but otherwise the same. I run practically the same power level on 
that mode. Perhaps I can explain it this way. 


In CW mode, I set the power level to read 5 watts on the wattmeter. When 
setting this system up, and repeated only several days ago, I also monitored 
the RF signal with my Tectonics 465 scope across the 50 ohm dummy load. 
Measuring the voltage (peak), times .707, then squared, and divided by 50 
(ohms), I arrive at 4.96 watts. All of this is within a percentage of math 
"slop". So, guess my wattmeter is reasonably on. The RF on the scope 
displays a steady level carrier. 


Then, switching to SSB mode and starting DigiPan, still monitoring with the 


scope, I adjust the sound card audio gain for two watts on the wattmeter. 
This is with the Tune switch in DigiPan. In Tune mode, the carrier is still 
steady on the scope. The voltage calculation confirms the two watt level. 
So far, scope and meter match. 


Now, here's where your question comes into play. When I transmit data. 

When I toggle the T/R macro button. The wattmeter only reads - maybe one 
watt. The scope is now telling the true story. The wattmeter is not. 
Instead of the steady state carrier, there is more of a sinewave form. It's 
not really A sinewave but two opposing ones - well let's just suggest 
looking at the waveform shown in any good radio handbook describing SSB tune 
up procedures - to avoid my having to paint too lengthy a word picture. 


The peak of the rounded wave form is at the same amplitude as the previously 
unmodulated carrier in the Tune mode. A voltage calculation would show the 
two watts previously adjusted for. The wattmeter however, reads only half 
of what it did in the tune mode. 


The reason is, the wattmeter is not able to keep up with the changes in the 
waveform. It's trying to average it out. My power is still two watts, even 
though my wattmeter does not tell that. If it is indeed the average, it 
will be one half of the reading it was in the Tune mode. 


In your case, look at the power meter in the Tune mode. This assumes that 
the program you're using is allowing a constant level carrier to be 
generated in this mode, rather than modulated. 


One caution here. Be sure that your ALC is not registering. AT ALL. Even 
one notch of ALC on the "meter" of the 706 can be seen as a begining of 
flattening on the top of the round waveform on the scope. That's distortion 
and will result in a broader signal and possibly sidebands. If you want 
your power output to be 4 watts in PSK31 mode, be sure to set your power 
high enough that you have plenty of headroom (is that a good terminology?) 
left and you aren't driving the transmitter into clipping. Also make sure 
that the COMP is turned off. 


One more thing. Be sure to check all bands. I notice that the 706 - at 
least mine - runs hotter on 80 meters and I have to compensate a little in 
my audio gain adjustment. In other words, I may have to run slightly below 
my desired power on the other bands to make sure ALC is not showing on 80. 
The flattening of the waveform is prominent there. 


So, tell ‘em you're running four watts.

(read that as Riley-proof!) and alignment took me all of 5 minutes. I 
used my Alinco DX77 set to 3581 on CW to align C3 such that the line on 
the Digipan display was 3581 ... I had it on the air and QSOed with KM1Z 
for an hour. But 


(1) small point ... the best I could do was bring the line representing 
3581 down to what would be about 3581.05 on the display, is this "close 
enough for goverment work?" as they say, or is there something more to 
be done to get it right on? 


(2) a little more pressing ... the output of my Thinkpad is pretty 
‘hot' for the Warbler. I dropped the Volume control down to the point 
hwere I needed to go lower but if I did all output ceased .... I ama 


little against he idea of cutting a trace, I was wondering if changing 
the value of R4 (in the emitter lead of Q2) from 100 ohms to 150 or 220 
ohms would lower the gain of that stage and give me the room I need on 
the output from the computer ... my only real critcism of the Warbler 
manual is that while it gives a pretty good description of all the 
circuitry it glosses over Q2. I suppose I wouldn't harp on this if it 
weren't that I was trying to solve my problem relating directly to the 
gain of that stage. 


Well, one warbler dow, now to work on the next one, I will hold off on 
building the audio input section til I here some ideas on how to lower 
the input sensitivity ... TNX

John/VE7CFG asked: 
"Question is: is (Linux -ed.) installation still that tough?" 
Greetings all, 


I can answer this one because I just did it. I didn't think it was that 
difficult at all and most everything was automated. 


The rest is more detail, so if you aren't interested in Linux, just press 
that Delete button now. 


I purchased "Linux for Dummies" at the half-price table at Office Depot for 
$12. It included Red Hat Linux 6.1 on 2 CD-ROMs and a free T-shirt. TI had 
been wanting to explore Linux for some time, but hadn't really spent the 
time to find a good starting point. This one seemed to fall into my lap. 
There are higher versions of Red Hat Linux available. 


My purpose for installing Linux was for me to learn and for me to get away 
from Windows. Admittedly, I am a dos junkie. I get really frustrated with 
Windows because any time there is a problem, there isn't any way to isolate 
and £ix the problem. You can only re-install the software or go to the 
Microsoft website and hope for an update. For example, I recently updated 
my motherboard and CPU to a 550 MHz AMD. It booted fine to dos, but 
wouldn't boot Windows. Windows would only give me an arcane I0S error, that 
I couldn't find what it meant. Eventually, I had to download a patch to w95 
because my CPU was running too fast! The board manufacturer clued me in to 
this one. Thank goodness I have more than one PC. 


The book itself was pretty useful and I read most of it. It covered 
everything a new user would need to know without being overwhelming. Part 1 
introduced Linux. Part 2 was 78 pages of detail about how to install Linux. 
Part 3 was basic Linux commands for accessing files, running programs, and 
things like that. Part 4 told how to turn on the graphical interface of Red 
Hat Linux and do the same stuff as part 3, except graphically. Part 5 was 
about going online and how to easily set firewalls. Part 6 was a trouble 
and help section. There were also 5 appendices with covering specific 
areas. 


The actual installation was a bit different than what the books said it 
would be, but not by much. The first thing I neede to do was repartition my 
hard drive to set up a non-dos partion for Linux. I backed everything up 
first and it went okay. I had to change my FAT type so I couldn't have any 
dos partitions bigger than 2.5 Gigabytes. Once that was done and stable, I 
booted my machine from a dos floppy with my CD-Rom drivers. Then I rana 
program from the CD-ROM that started the installation process. The book 
offered a couple of easier ways to boot like booting from the CD-ROM itself, 
but I couldn't seem to get them to work. 


The installation process was pretty painless. It even has a probe program 
to examine my hardward and discover what everything is. It found 
everything without any problems and configured everything, even my Vodoo3 
board. The installation program was graphical based, unlike what the book 
said it would be, but it asked basically the same questions in the same 
order. I took the default drive structure to simplify things, but I can 
change it later. 


After the basic install was done, I could pick and choose what packages from 
Red Hat to install. Instead of digging through everything, a bunch of which 
I couldn't tell what it was, I just chose the default and the Package 
Manager took over and installed everything. There is a pretty healthy pause 
while the Package Manager configured everything. I thought it locked up, so 
I quit the program and tried again. It was really cool to be able to stop a 
frozen program without having to reboot my machine. The third time it did 
this, I got distracted by the family and left my machine for about 10 
minutes (no, I'm not terribly patient). When I came back, everything was 
functioning just fine. The Package Manage makes if very easy to install, 
remove or verify software. It is really just point and click. 


The software that came with the disk include an amazing amount of stuff. I 
was pleasantly surprized to find a spreadsheet and database program 
installed, as well as graphic viewers and Netscape. There were a few games 
as well. There were a bunch of programming languages and compilers such a C 
(my favorite), Perl, Lisp, Basic, and more that I forgot. I am still 
exploring what all has been installed. 


Overall, I was quite pleased with how the installation went. It wasn't 
nearly as difficult as I would have thought. There are a few problems that 
I have yet to figure out, such as my soundcard isn't configured properly and 
I can't talk to my modem. But, I will figure them out since the 
documentation pages are included on the CD-ROM. And I am discovering there 
are lots of place on the web to gather information and software. 


And, I think that Linux is going to let me have the control over my machine 
that I prefer.

Hi folks, 

I never operated in SKN from its inception until now. Now that I did 
so, I'm sorry it took so long to give it a whirl. I made 9 QSOs, which could 
loosely be called SKN contacts in a very casual approach to the event. 

The first 4 were on 40M, and three of those were above 7100 kHz. Used 
an S&S TAC-1. Then I went over to 30M and made two contacts with a 
Backpacker II. Ended with three on 20M, using an old OHR QRP 20. 

Used three different straight keys. First QSO was with a Ham Key 
straight key. The chap I worked was, to say the least, generous. He said I 
had a nice fist. I hope he wasn't going out on the town after that, because 
I was having trouble with that SPST switch. Then I used my little Schurr 
straight key; it's a beautiful little brass affair. For the last six QSOs, I 
used a very old Bunnell key. It's also a pretty thing, with two different 
brass alloys in it and a chrome or nickel plated arm and shorting bar 
connector. Think it needed using, because at the start it wouldn't key the 
small voltages and currents of the QRP rigs. Also, I think the cross arm 
bearing points on the Bunnell must have been dirty.

Hello All, 
'Tis the time for my yearly posting..... 


I was listening on 20 meters the other day when I came across a QSO 
which I found really interesting. At first I didn't recognize the 
modulation method (too much PSK31 lately for me). However, I finally 
realized it was high speed CW. The stations were W7GX (Irv) and K6KX 
(Fred). W7GX was running along at about 51-52 WPM and K6KX was a bit 
faster at about 59-60 WPM. Now before you think that I can copy that 
fast, let me tell you that I was using a CW decode program (CWGet) . 
CWGet was decoding these gentlemen at about a 90-95% accuracy and had no 
trouble keeping up even on my old 133 MHz 5x86 machine. What was really 
interesting was the fact that these two gentlemen were having a 
conversation and not a QSO. Just like when we talk to one another face 
to face, we don't say "over" or "BTU" or "BK" or any other non-such, we 
just stop talking and the other person talks. That is exactly how Irv 
and Fred were talking except they were using high speed CW as the 
communications medium. At first I had trouble figuring out which one 
was sending since they were on about the same frequency and were about 
the same signal strength. However, I quickly realized that Irv was 
sending at about 51-52 WPM and Fred was sending a little faster (59-60 
WPM). Incidentally, CWGet tells you the speed of the incoming signal. 
It was really neat to listen in on the conversation. I found out that 
Fred has an extensive antenna array and that Irv uses a K2 (see there is 
a QRP connection!). I also found out that W7GX has a friend WOGHX (Ray) 
that can easily copy 80+ WPM! Now that speed is even fast by Chuck's 
(K7Q0) standards. K6KX and WOGHX sometimes "talk" to one another on 
7033 KHz at around 9:30AM PST. I found W7GX and K6KX on 14.053 
yesterday afternoon. Sorry but I didn't record the time. Listen in 
sometime and be amazed as I was.

Levent, you replied to my message last evening concerning power readings on 
the 706 and PSK31. I tried to send another message to you at the return 
address on your message levent@netlabs.net but it keeps getting kicked back 
as "User unknown". Anyhow the text of my reply is below. Again, gang, 
sorry for the public clutter. 


KAKKK KK KKK KAKA KARE KEE 
Levent. That is correct. If you attempt to set the audio level to read the 
4 watts matching what you get in the CW mode, chances are, you will start 
seeing ALC readings on the 706 display. As a matter of fact, I would advise 
leaving the 706 meter selection in the ALC position. Use your external 
wattmeter to monitor output power. 


I suspect that different soundcards may affect the outcome a little, but for 
the most part, they will be the same. If you could see your waveform on the 


scope in the Tune mode, you would see that it is a steady unmodulated 
carrier just as it is in CW mode with the key down. 


When you start sending characters, you will see that the peaks will still 
rise to that same level. The wattmeter will read less however. 


With the 2 to 3 watts I've been running here, I have worked all through 
North America, plus a significant number of Latin American countries and 
into Asia. Guess my furtherest one was Asiatic Russia running PSK31 at one 
watt. 


The antenna? A Butternut HF9V 9 band vertical elevated to 18 ft at the base 
with tuned radials for all bands.

Here's my advice on sending good hi-speed code with a paddle. (Of 
course, you could also use a keyboard or a PC but using the paddle is 
more fun). 


1. Get a good keyer. I recommend the CMOS Super Keyer 3 ($50 kit, or 
assembled as the K1 Logikeyer from Idiom Press (back of QST) or Morse 
xX). 


2. Use IAMBIC squeeze keying. The CMOS Super Keyer has a feature called 
automatic character spacing. Some people don't like this, but I have 
found this to be a great feature once you get used to it. The other 
keyers with automatic character spacing that I know of are the K1EL chip 
keyer and the older WB4VVF AccuKeyer. This is harder to learn than a 
"regular" keyer, but the results are worth it. Use the "B" iambic 
setting if there is an option. I avoid most built-in keyers (usually 
based on the Curtis chip). 


3. Use a good dual-lever paddle. JI use an old Brown Brothers model 
BTL/A. It is smooth and does not have any up and down movement of the 
arms. Other people have had good results with Benchers, MFJs, and 
other dual-lever paddles. A paddle will work as long as it holds its 
settings well and can be adjusted for fairly close spacing and light 
spring tension. After a while, sending should be smooth and easy. 
Those more expensive paddles like Schurr, March, Mercury, WBL, G4ZPY, 
etc. are nice but not absolutely necessary. I am having pretty good 
results with the $20 Bull-Dog K9LU paddle even at 40+ WPM. 


4. Practice, practice, practice. Each person has his/her own rate of 
progress, but there is nothing like sending and listening to get up to 
speed. Some keyers even have a practice mode where they will send code 
automatically. Once you start to copy words in your head, CW will be a 
lot of fun. 


A QSK to QSK hi-speed CW QSO is really a pleasure and is really 
satisfying. You can interrupt each other and talk to one another just 
as you would in person!

I wouldn't use the Rechargeable Alkalines in this rig at all. 


They are great batteries, but mainly for ‘short term' alkaline service. 


If you take a Renewal down 20% and charge it back up, it is MUCH 
more ‘destructive’ to the cell than 10% down and charge it back up, 
followed by another 10% down and back up. 


In other words, the further 'down' you take them, the more 'consumable' 
they are. And high power (relatively) radios like the 817 aren't 
conducive to their long service life. 


They are GREAT where you have short usage and you want to be 
guaranteed of having a ‘topped off' battery as they DON'T self- 
discharge like a NiCad. And it does NOT hurt to leave them in the 
charger. Well, the CORRECT charger, as the Renewal charger 

can keep them primed and ready to go for months with no bad 
effects on the cells. 


IF I had an 817, I'd buy the Fuji 'bricks' of AA Alkalines you see at 
BJs or SAMS. They've gone up in price but I think the local going 
price is still about $10.50 for 40 cells. They may not be as good as 
a Duracell, but the difference is only on paper, not practical in the 
field.

Gang, 

Over the holidays, I decided to convert the PA output filter from 
toroids to open air inductors with good success. This does NOT 
improve the performance of Mike's IAQRP-10, but merely an alternative 
to using toroids for L3,L4 and L5. 


ORIGINAL: 
L3 10T T37-6 
L4 11T 137-6 
L5 10T 137-6 


OPEN AIR VERSION: 

The inductors were wound with #24 solid wire. I used a "BIC" pen shaft 

for the coil form (removed after winding the coils). This yields a coil 
diameter of about 0.25 inch. Most pens, pencils, exacto blade handles, 

etc. will serve as a form for this diameter. 


I used 9 turns for L3, L4 and L5. 
I also wound a set of inductors using solid "telephone wire" with 
the same results. I think this is #26 solid wire, PVC coated. Just 


trying to use wire and a form most people can easily duplicate. 


RESULTS AND OBSERVATIONS. 


Using the equations for open air coils, I came up with 10 turns. My 
first L3-L5 used 10T, which yielded a cut-off frequency of about 
26.5MHz, which of course was attenuating the 28MHz desired output 
frequency by 2-3 dB. I changed to 9T to raise the cut-off frequency 
of the output filter to about 29MHz and compensate for the coils being 
more inductance than the equations suggested. 


2-POLE FILTER. Mike's ITAQRP-10 uses a 3-pole (3-inductor) output 
filter. I constructed a 2-pole filter using only 2 inductors. This 
BARELY works! While the 2nd harmonic is well attenuated, the 32MHz LO 
is fairly strong and down only about -28dBc with the 2-pole filter, 
challenging FCC compliance :-) 


Mike's original 3-pole filter is thus highly recommended. It knocks 
down the 32MHz LO to -40dBc, and 2nd harmonic less than that for a clean 
output filter. 


I rearranged the parts layout slightly to accomodate the open air 
coils, which end up being about 3/8 inch long. Once the coils are 
soldered to the Manhattan Style copper clad pads (also known as 
"chads"), they are physically stiff. Looks cute too! 


Next project will be to convert L1 and L2 from 17T T37-6 to open air 
coils. 


Again, this does NOT change or improve on Mike's original design, but 
merely an alternative for those who might wish to wind open air coils 
instead of using toroids.

A Pentium 233 has 
more MegaFLOPS than many dedicated DSP chips. I've found 
that they do floating point xfasterx than integer arith- 
metic.

It's entirely possible. In fact, it works well. :-) 


You need a full-duplex sound card, one that can accept 
input and produce output simultaneously. However, these 
are increasingly common. You could try two sound cards, 
but with scarce resources on most motherboards (IRQs 
are tough; DMA channels are worse), this can be diffi- 
cult to make work. 


Then you need software. If it doesn't exist, you are 
more than welcome to write your own. Tools are available, 
and it's far easier to write something like an LMS adap- 
tive filter or Levinson-Durbin Recursion in C than in 
ADSP-2181 assembler.

Content-Transfer-Encoding: 7bit 


Good observations. As someone already said it's more a function of running 
full break-in than of high sending speed. Having proficiency at a 
reasonable speed does help, but 25 or 30 wpm is plenty. 


CW QSO's like this always remined me of how SSB with VOX changed the way 
voice QSOs worked compared to the old AM QSOs with their "block" 
transmissions ending in "over". (I don't know what the modes had to do 
with it, but it seems that VOX came along with SSB.) 


Roundtable QSOs with QSK are enhanced even more. I think the QSK advantage 
is the main reason such a high proportion of CW ops use Ten-Tec rigs. I've 
had Ten-Tec rigs with QSK so good that I could send a string of dits at 20 
WPM and the guy on the other end could break me with a single dit, every 
time. QSK this good removes the risk that both guys will start 
transmitting at the same time and neither be aware of it. ("Doubling", as 
they say.) 


QSK drives some people nuts because you hear that background sound. You 
have to keep the sidetone loud enough to override it. But with high noise 


or contest level QRM, it can drive you nuts for sure. 


QSK is also really helpful with busting DX pileups. You can keep dropping 
your call in, but you know immediately if the DX comes back to someone else 
and you don't get out of synch. 


Back in the old days I worked traffic nets, and no self-respecting traffic 
operator would be without QSK. This was in the days of separate 
transmitter, VFO and receiver so it took a mess of switching to go from T 
to R and back. I didn't have any fancy little high speed relays so I'd key 
great big old power relays with my bug. It made a gawdawful clattering and 
it's a wonder my family didn't lynch me.
